1. FINANCIAL MEASURES. BELGIUM AND FRANCE WILL CONTINUE 
DISCUSSIONS ON USE OF CURRENCY CONTROL LEGISLATION TO 
FREEZE GOZ ASSETS . TREASURY REPRESENTATIVES OF ALL THREE 
TO MEET TO DEFINE COOPERATION ON FINANCIAL MEASURES WITH 
AIM OF PRODUCING COORDINATED ACTION PLAN BY THE END OF

1. CONFIRM THAT UGANDANS AND RWANDAN S HAVE CLARIFIED TO 
UN THEIR DESIRE TO HAVE A BORDER FORCE DEPLOYED AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE . 

2. GO BACK TO THE SYG (PERSONALLY) AND, EMPHASIZING OUR 
CONCERN FOR THE CONTINUING PLIGHT OF ONE MILLION 
DISPLACED , ASK HIM TO RECONSIDER IMPLEMENTING RESOLUTION 
812 INCLUDING (A) THE BORDER FORCE; (B) SUPPORT FOR OAU 
NMOG IN ADDITION TO THE TWO TECHNICIANS HE SUBSEQUENTLY
